A MURDERER’S CONFESBION.

MHWow he Assnssinnted a Clergyman.

At Little Rock, Arkansas, on the 25th of
March, & negro, named Major Tatum, was hung
for the murder of Rev, J, H, Merriil,a respected
oltizen of Conway connty, in that State. Juat
before he was led ontto the gallows, he mude
the following confesslon :— :

I will be twenly-two years old in August
next. I was born in Alabama, and came Lo
Arkansas In my youth; was sold to Willlam B,
Tatum, in Ei Dorado, Union county. In Des
oember apd portion of January last I worked
on the farm for a colored man who lived near
Lewlsburg, and was on mv road Lo Little Rook
when 1 mei Merrlll, some six mlles north of
this place, on the Ifort Smiin road, It was
quite dark and raining. Hewas fixing to camp
all night on the road side. 1 balled him and
aske crhlm it he had any fire, Hesaid “No. but
I have some matohes; come and stay with me
to-nigbt,” He handed me the axe—the one 1
kitlea him with—and sald, “Cat some wood,
and let's have a fire and somesupper.” Ifed
the horser. We then had supper. e gave me
two drinks of whisky,a cup of coffee, a blsoult
and gome bacon. Boon afier supper Merrill was
oounling up how much money he bad spenl in
Little Hook, and made the calenlation as to how
much money bhe had on hand, and Lthen connted
and dried IU before Lhe fire. 'Tols was the firal [
knew he bad money. We lald down about 8
o'eclock, but I did not go to slesp—could not—
was thioking about the mouey he hadall the
time. He slept very sunnd. 1 lay onthe wagon
cover and Merrill on the qallts. Il was raining
tolerably hard about 4 o'elocik Sanday morns
ing. Two white men and one black man
stopped al the camp, but only siayed a few
minoles; the while men were hunling some
swolen horses, Merrlll gave them adrink of
whisky, and then went baok 1o bed, They had

Wassinaron, April 2, —The Navy Department
is fu reccipt of despatehes from Admiral Hoff,
commanding thas North Atlantie squadron,

On the 21st of March there was considerable
excliement in Havana, eaused by the departure
of two hundred and fifty political prisouers for
Fernaudo Po. A quarrel ensoed belween the
soldlers and citizens, when severul of the latter
were killed,

A proclamation was fssued on the 4th of
March by the Captain-General of Cuba
relative  to  blockade-runners, or vesscls
selzed In Bpanish walers, or upon the free seas.
with cargoes of men, of arms, and ol muni
tions of war, or of materinle that may in any
way contribute to promote or foment the insur-
rection in the provincee, Whatever may be the
point of their procedure and destination, they
will be considered as enemies to the Bpanish
territory, and treated as pirates, All persons
who shall be apprehended in such vessels will
be immediately shot.

Admiral Hoflf sends an account of the cap-
ture of the ship Mary Powell, of New York, by
the Bpanish auvthorities, which Is regarded as
gn insult to both American and British flags,

She was tuken to
Havans, The Admiral says he will fully inves-
tigate the matter.
